It is with much regret 
that i learn that 
the city ordinance for the control of con 
lagious and Infectious diseases is being 
disregarded by some o f our phy sicians. It 
is very unpleasant to have 
to call alien 
tion to this matter, and I hope ihis will 
suffice. 
I refer to cases of scarlet fever allowed 
to go without quarantine 
It matters not 
how mild the case may he, the matter of 
reporting such diseases is not optional 
with any one. This orUinanee is not mere 
ly local, but has the authority of the state 
behind it, and the enforcement of the s ta 
lute is made obligatory upon all health 
authorities. 
The people should k now that mildness 
of the disease is no excuse for not quaran 
tining. 
Epidemics of ecnrlet fever usual 
ly begin with a few scattere i cases Such 
cases frequently being of a mild t> pe, no 
restrictions are imposed bey ond those vol 
untartly assumed by the patient. 
The 
child mingles with others ami the disease 
spreds. 
Rad eases are tak en care of, but 
mild ones spread the disease broadcast 
and produce an abundant harvest for the 
doctor. 
A mild case is no guarantee against a 
w idespread and fatal epidemic. 
Only 
last week we bail a death from what in 
the start was a very mild ca *■ of scarlet 
fever. 
In view of these far ts immediate isola 
tion of the sick should tie imperative, and 
non-intercourse established ac.il 
m ain­ 
tained till all scaling off has ceased and 
all sy mptoms have disappeared. Keep the 
patient in one room so a- not to infect the 
whole house. 
Phy sicians should tak e pains to correct 
the errors of supposing that the names of 
scarletina, scarlet rash and scarlet fever 
indicate d.fferent diseases. 
All are essen­ 
tially the same. T he so-called scarlet rash 
is merely the eruption that accompanies 
scarlet fever. A mild ease may tak e on a 
m alignant form, or communicate the dis­ 
ease in its worst form. 
These are facts 
well established. 
Such being the case, it is easy to see 
why rigid quarantine should be inforced, 
quarantine is prevontalive In at ment. not 
curative. 
Ii is to protect the well, not to 
cure the sick . 
Therefore it matters not 
w hether the case is mild or malignant, 
quarantine. 
Use « -very precaution, and 
then neighbors and friends will not refer 
the cause of sick ness or perhaps death to 
y our carelessness.
